Mr. Aduams' Bill to amend the Cou- 
xtitutiou Act is before the House. It 
simply deals with Nannimo's grievance 
of under-repre.seutation. It jiroposes 
to take from Cowichan — the mo.st 
flourishing, populous jond goahead agri- 
cultural district on tbe island — a meni- 
. ber and give hira to Nanaimo. It leaves 
Kootenay, with her baker's dozen of 
voters, two representatives (tliink 
of the monstrous injustice!) and 
leaves Cassiar without any representa- 
. tion. The " Coiistitutioiis Amendment 
Bill passed at" the instance of tho Gov- 
ernment last session was a juggle. "We 
have heard it called a fraud. It pro- 
vides that only in the case of the death 
or resignation of a nieinbor for Koot- 
enay or Cowichan shall Nanaimo get 
an extra member, -and .-Oassiar one 
representative. In the event of a 
dissolution of the House there would be 
no change. Mi\ A buams was too dazzled 
to see tlio juggle until tho session was 
over. Then tlie indignation of the 
Nanaimo people was manifested and 
■ ;>-Mr,!4A»=, discerned, jtliat lio Lad been 
■trioked'.by the Ministry ho so slavishly 
'"supports. This session he is before tho 
House ■with a Constitution Bill and by 
the grace and "permission" of tlio Gov- 
ernment ])roposos to strip Cowicliau of 
one of her members in the event of a 
vacancy by dissolution or otherwise; 
liut'nmkes no provision for taking from 
'Kootenay what does not belong to her 
and giving Cassiar her rights. Mr. Vern- 
on's Billproposedaccrtain measurcof jus- 
tice for Cassiar; but it might have taken 
both members from Kootenay and giv- 
r'entHem to Cassiar.and still liaye left 
TCassiai? the most undor-representcd dis- 
„,trict in the Proj^ince. Justice for Cas- 
siar should be insisted upon — not aa a 
party measure; not as a piece of politi- 
cal claptrap — but ns an act of simple 
justice. Tiie Government have an op- 
portunity wliilst Mr. Abrajis' Bill is 
passing through the Legislative mill to 
grind out ju.stice for neglected Cassiar 
and thus tranquilizo tho public mind 
there, Should they still refuse to do 
that we fear there will bo trou- 
ble ne.xt summer. Tlie rebellion at 
Ked Eiver secured the people of Man- 
itoba the privileges born of constitu- 
tional government. The experience of 
the Manitobans will not be lost on the 
Cassiarans. Tliurefore we advise the 
Government to repair its error while 
yet there is time, for it ^vouki cost 
more to send an army to Cassiar to 
collect the taxes than ten years' reven- 
.ue , would repay. Let the James Bay 
magnates be warned. 

' CASSIARS GRIEVANCES. 

In one of tlie resolutions passed at 
the meeting on Thursday night we 
find ithe -following sentence: — "Texa- 
tibh without representation is tyranny." 
That is an old saying. Wo believe 
iliaD It, wnoiiisit u&eil by Engllsli speak- 
ing people' in the days of King John. 
It^niinenced.the action of tho Barons, 
and they secured Magna Charta. For 
general use the quotation is good 
enough. But it could be amended. 
It would be better to say "If a nation 
is taxed and not represented, tlio 
taxation is tyranny." This Province is 
represented^herefore the taxation on 
a portion of it that happens to be re- 
mote is not tyranny; it is injustice. 
Kootenay with fi/te-n. electors has two 
representatives. Cassiar with a popu- 
lation of fifteen hundred has no repre- 
sentative. We are not surprised to 
hear that the fifteen hundred men in 
Cassiar are disposed to rebel and to 
resist the payment of all taxes. They 
have' been badly treated;- They pay 
twenty-five thousand dollars a year in- 
to tho public purse, and they get noth- 
ing in exchange. They denmnd security 
wliich the presence of a supremo court 
judge afiords. In one of their resolu- 
tions they say "it would inlluenco the 
conduct of magistrates and give con- 
fidence to miners and merchants." They 
ask permission to make a trail at tlioir 
own expense. They demand a monthly 
mail. They get nothing. This trifling 
with fifteen hundred "lords of the crea- 
tion" may cost the Provinccasum as large 
as'that squandered on the New West- 
minister-Yale road. No matter what 
may be tho cost the people must pay 
and the Premier will try to keep the 
rotten borough of Kootenay in his 
pocket. Cassair may not bo granted 
the right to elect a representative The 
present defective mail service will not 
be improved, but a supreme judge may 
be sent over there next winter if he, 
in his wi.sdom during the sumnier de- 
clares that nonsense is not law. The 
Premier pretends to repi'csont tl 
miners. Is it not a strange .sight to 
seii fifteen hundred men — men of tho 
best metal— the. . miners — before tliis 
little man,' praying that he will gi 
them leave to toil? They ask per- 
mission to make a trail and he. says "h 
will consider the question."

THE PLAGUE. 



A Eussian physician who has report- 
ed to his Government on the plague 
thus describes tho symptoms of the 
disease and its progress. A swelling 
about the size of an egg appears under 
tho armpit. A general feeling of sick- 
ness, accompanied by violent headache, 
is a concurrent symptom. This stage of 
the malady, from the beginning of the 
swelling to its complete development, 
lasts for some hours, sometimes two or 
three, not more. Immediately after- 
wards violent internal pains, with vom- 
iting, come on, and in n little timo 
black patches appear on tho breast, 
fore-arm.n, and the upper part of tho 
back. In one or two hours after these 
final symptoms tho sick man dies. As 
a rule tho disease carries off its victim 
in about ten hours, but there are cases 
in which death supervenes within less 
than four hours after the appearance 
of the first- signs of tho attack. The 
disease destroys with devouring speed. 
Hardly any 6£ die persona attacked sur- 
vive. The cases or recovery are so few 
and so ill-attested that they cannot bo 
taken into account. The mortality is 
nearly ninety-five per cent.

A measure is before tho Illinois Leg- 
islature to incorporate into the Con-

This will leave 
the number of men on a jury at twelve 
as now. The Chicago Tribune advocates 
that the change should go further and 
provide that tlic number of persons on 
a jury may bo reduced to nine, or six, 
or five: and the necessary proportion 
concurring in a verdict may bo fixed at 
thi'ee-fourths, two-thirds, or a majority, 
as may bo deemed advisable, or as may 
be suggested by experience. Unanimity 
in juries is a serious sourco of cor- 
ruption in the United States.

There was no escape 
from the mine; tho prisoners worked 
on there hopeles.sly entombed till they 
died. Five years was considered a long 
life there; some did not live more than 
t*o years. It was my duty during tho 
fourteen hours to work with pick and 
shovel at the extraction of the ore, and 
then cany it in baskets' up long lad- 
ders to a platform, where it was brok- 
en into small fragments, sorted and 
sifted by women who lived tho same 
painful life as tho men. After my 
day's work was over, having no books 
to read, I was glad ' to take myself to 
my bed almost as soon as I had "finished 
my evening meal, My bed was hewn 
in a rock; it resembled a sepulchre. •• I 
had no bed clothes; I laid down in my 
working clothes, saturated as thej' 
were with the quicksilver. No changes 
of clothing were allowed. In this way 
I spent about three years. Some of 
my companions died from the dreadful 
sores they got from tho quicksilver 
touching the skin, torn as it was with 
sharp rocks in the mine. At last, on 
Sunday, I feU more than ordinarily ill, 
and was lying in my dismal hole re- 
flecting on the' happy days of my 
youth, and the apparent impossibility 
of escape from my wretched condition, 
when I heard tlio tramp of men, and 
was jniUed out of my bed. Sunday 
was no holiday in tho mines, but my 
illness was my excuse this day for rest. 
1 was put in a truck and hauled up to 
the air, together with the minerals I 
had collected. For about six months 
I was scarcely able to move with rheu- 
matism and neuralgia. There were up- 
ward of 200 women, some ladies of dis- 
tinction, in the mines where I was. 
These worked twelve and fourteen 
hours at breaking and'sifting the ore. 
These wretched females were generally 
dead in a year, but their places were 
always recruited by fresh arrivals 
from Eussia. Tlio mino was a living 
charnel-house, the habitation of gnomes 
who went about their work with a sav- 
age despair;' Some chopped off their 
own hands atid feet, thinking that if 
mutilate{l they would le saved from 
this fearful labor; but it merely hasten- 
ed their end and inten.sified their b\i{-

Spri.vgfield, 01^o^^:Jaa:p3V-~Yes- 
terday afternoon, at the farm h^biiise of 
Edward Benner, fourteen miles east of 
this city, near the village of Platts- 
burg, occurred a most horrible tragedy. 
Ella Benner, a beautiful girl of elei'en 
years, was filling the lamps of the 
house for tliB' eivening. She trimmed 
the wick of one lamp and lit it to see 
how it would burn. Beside her on tho 
table were lamps just filled and tho 
coal oil can. In a thoughtless manner, 
after lighting tho ono lamp, sho held 
tho burning match over an open lamp, 
without noticing the danger; In an 
instant the oil was on fire. A flash, a 
huge blazo, and all the lamps wore on 
fire. Ntxt tho oil can exploded with a 
crash. The bewildered, frightened 
girl stood stock still. In a moment 
she was enveloped in the flames and 
oil. - Her screams brought her mother 
to the kitchen, and in her frantic but 
vain efforts to assist her daughter, she, 
too, was soon wrapped inahlaze. The 
now maddened mother ran to the 
nearest neighbor, screaming wildly all 
tho way, a distance of about one hun- 
dred yards. The lady of tho house 
dragged tho poor woman into the sit- 
ting room, and poured several buckets 
of water over her. This partly 
quenched the flames, though tho mother 
was so badly burned that she died last 
night. The daughter was found on tho 
kitchen floor a steaming mass of heated 
flesh. She died in an hour after tho 
accident The. neighbor lady was se- 
verely burned about tho hands and 
arms.

The long-exjiected millers' deputation 
waited on tho Minister of Finance yester- 
day morning relative to tho protection re- 
quired for tho milling industry. Mr. Jas. 
Goldie, of Guolph, President of the Mil- 
lers' AssBciation, Hon. T. N. Gibbs, of 
Ott.iwa, and S. Neolon, of St. Catharines, 
represented tho wheat and flour interests, 
and J. Wilson, of Dundns, tho oatmeal in- 
terests. The wheat flour inillcrs demand 
50 cents per barrel duty on American 
flour, and supported their claims by argu- 
ments used in their circidar, which has 
already been published. Mr. AVilson had 
a more difficult task than his fellow-dele- 
gates to perform. Wliilo the others kept 
silcnco in regard to tho duty on grain Mr. 
Wil.son represented to tlio Finance Min- 
iator that a duty on oats would prevent 
him from continuing his business because 
there were not enough produced in Cana- 
da to keep tho oatmeal mUls going all tlio 
year round. While he was opposed to a 
duty on oats, he had no hesitation in de- 
manding of the Finance Minister a duty 
on imported American oatmeal, although 
tho number of barrels imported per an- 
num is not more than four thousand. 
Hon. Mr. Tilley proniisod to give the 
claims of tho deputation careful consider- 
ation.

A correspondent of the Times writ- 
ing from Ottawa says: About two 
miles to the north-east of tho Parlia- 
ment buildings is situated tho Govern- 
ment House, or Ridcau Hall, as it is 
commonly called. This is the present 
resident of the Marquis of Lome and 
the Princess Louise, and has been the 
chief residence of the Governors-Gen- 
eral of Canada ever since Ottawa be- 
came the capital. Its architccturnl fea- 
tures aro of a negative character, and 
its outward appearance by no means 
palatial. The conductor of an illustrat- 
ed paper in New York sent to an 
artist in Ottawa just previous to the 
arrival of the new Governor-General a 
request that he would furnish him with 
a sketch of Kideau Hall. After the 
sketch was sent, an inquiry came back 
as to whether it really was one of r the 
gubernatorial residences which had 
been received, and, if so, could not an- 
other be taken which would exhibit it 
to better advantage. The interior, how- 
ever, is very commodious and tho 
situations and surroundings of Govern- 
ment House are charming. 

In court at Canterbury, England, 
the other, day, an action for debt was 
brought where the plaintifl''s counsel 
was so satisfied with tho defendant's 
lawyer's statement df tho case that ho 
declined to address the juiy, and tho 
judge said it was so plain that he need 
not sum up. The intelligent jurors 
then retired, and after a long consulta- 
tion said thoy could not agroo. Being 
sent out again thoy returned and found 
for the defendant, the court's surprise 
being increased whon one of the twelve 
.said the jury desired to be instructed 
which was the defendant and which 
the plaintiff, this being the point on 
which they could not agree. Instruc- 
tions being given, they retired and 
found for tho plaintiff, the J udgo, well 
worthy to preside in such a court, kind- 
ly remarking that, "If thcro had been 
a little want of understanding among 
them, they might console themselves 
by thinking they had given a very 
sound judgement."
